ECLIPSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1908. 

In  this  year  there  will  be  three  eclipses,  all  of  the  sun,  and  a  Lunar  Appulse. 

;I.  The  first  is  a  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  January  3d,  invisible  in  the  United  States;  visible  over  the  Pacific 
Ocean. 

II.  The  second  is  an  Annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June  28,  visible  as  a  partial  eclipse  throughout  the  United 
States.  At  Philadelphia: 

Eclipse  begins,  9  o'clock,  44  min.  Middle  of  Eclipse,  10  o'clock,  5  min.  Eclipse  ends,  1  o'clock,  8  min. 

Magnitude  of  the  eclipse=0.74.  (Sun's  diameter^  1.00.) 

III.  The  third  is  a  Lunar  Appulse,  Dec.  7th,  the  moon  just  rising  at  Philadelphia.  Nearest  approach  of  moon 
to  earth's  shadow,  10  o'clock,  3  min.  Least  dist.  12  ".  Point  of  nearest  approach,  56°  west  of  apex. 

IV.  The  fourth  is  a  Central  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Dec.  23d,  invisible  in  the  United  States.  A  central  eclipse  is 
annular  at  its  beginning  and  ending,  and  total  in  the  middle. 

The  calculations  for  this  almanac  have  been  carefully  made  for  the  latitude  of  Philadelphia  and  are  expressed  in  Eastern 
standard  time.  When  standard  time  is  kept  in  places  not  on  the  standard  meridian,  add  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of 
longitude  when  west  of  standard  meridian,  subtract  when  east.  In  cases  of  moon’s  phases,  eclipses,  equinoxes  and  solstices,  etc., 
simply  reduce  from  Eastern  to  the  required  standard. — A.  Thos.  G.  Apple.

OUR  GOVERNMENT.

The  lowest  governing  body  with 
us  is  the  Consistory,  then  follows  in  order  the  Classes,  the  Synod  and  the 
General  Synod.  And  it  should  be  expected  of  every  member  of  the 
church  that  he  or  she  understands  and  is  interested  in  the  work  of  these 
bodies.  The  Consistories  usually  meet  every  month;  the  Classes  and 
Synods,  every  year;  the  General  Synod,  every  three  years.  This  body 
will  meet  in  May,  in  York,  Pa.

WESTERN  MISSIONS. 

There  are  now  twenty-five  missions  in  the  Synod  of 
the  Interior. 

Two  were  taken  up  since  October  1,  1906,  namely, 
Freeport,  Ill.,  and  Second  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Two 
became  self-sustaining,  namely,  Alamento  and  Shelby- 
ville,  Ill. 

Ten  of  the  large  cities  of  this  territory  have  had

becoming  quite  valuable  because  of  their  advan 
location. 

The  Board  has  invested  in  the  church  property  of 
these  missions  a  good  many  thousand  dollars;  but  the 
property  is  well  worth  the  money  if  it  should  be  sold 
for  uses  other  than  church  purposes. 

The  three  missions  that  are  without  church  build¬ 
ings  are i  Freeport,  Ill.,  Oskaloora,  la.,  and  the  Second 
Mission  of  Kansas  City.  These  will  soon  be  in  the 
midst  of  church  building. 

In  1876  we  had  about  three  hundred  members  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River  in  oiganized  congregations. 
Now  we  have  about  15,000  in  nine  Classes.  That  is 
progress. 

There  are  five  cities  especially  within  this  territory 
where  we  should  plant  English  missions  in  the  very 
near  future.  We  can  do  it  and  we  ought  to  do  it. 


English  missions  established  in  them  within  a  dozen 
years  past. 

We  now  have  English  missions  in  Chicago,  Freeport, 
Ill.,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  St.  Joseph,  Mo., 
Cedar  Rapids,  Des  Moines,  Sioux  City  and  Oskaloosa, 
la.,  Emporia,  Iola,  Kans.,  Lincoln  and  Omaha,  Neb., 
and  Denver,  Colo.

OUR  HUNGARIAN  WORK. 

This  continues  to  be  deservedly  popular.  The  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  Hungarian  Classis  has  given  stability 
to  this  interest.  The  missions  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  and 
Cleveland,  O.,  became  self-supporting  in  1907.  In¬ 
cluding  these,  we  have  thirteen  Hungarian  pastors; 
and  we  have  also  eight  Hungarian  students  for  the 
ministry,  supported  by  moneys  given  for  this  purpose. 


LARGER  THINGS. 

As  a  Church  we  must  do  larger  things.  God  has 
given  us  a  great  inheritance  of  opportunity.  We  now 
have  almost  300,000  communicants  members  and  our 
people  have  much  wealth.  Our  home  missionary  work 
has  grown  to  large  proportions,  and  we  to-day  have 
ten  times  as  many  important  missions  as  we  had  forty 
years  ago.  With  larger  membership,  larger  wealth 
and  larger  demands,  we  need  to  have  also  larger 
thoughts''  and  desires,  larger  plans  and  hopes,  yea, 
above  all,  we  need  larger  hearts.  Our  great  work 


should  be  done  with  a  strong  hand  and  with  corre? 
sponding  gifts  of  men  and  monev. 

Seeing  that  God  has  highly  favored  us  as  a  Church, - 
our  people  should  consider  well  what  is  involved  in 
the  larger  support  and  the  firmer  establishment  of  the 
work  of  Home  Missions.  The  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  Church  as  a  whole,  indeed  the  support  and 
prosperity  of  all  her  other  work,  depend  largely  on  the 
emphasis  which  she  places  on  this  work.  To  be  weak 
at  this  vital  point  is  to  invite  weakness  throughout; 
and  to  be  strong  here,  assures  consequent  strength  in 
every  other  department.

A  DESERVING  PEOPLE. 


THREE  NEW  PHILADELPHIA  CHURCHES. 


Our  home  missionaries  frequently  express  the  grati¬ 
tude  of  their  people  for  the  help  received,  both,  in  the 
support  of  pastors  and  in  building  churches;  but  these 
missions  show  their  gratitude  also  in  the  wise  use  made 
of  this  help  and  especially  in  their  large  self-help  re¬ 
ported  in  the  annual  statistical  tables.  They  receive 
much,  but  they  also  give  much.  Their  average  for 
congregational  outlay  is  almost  double  that  of  the 
Church  at  large,  while  their  average  for  benevolence 
is  nearly  as  large  as  that  of  the  self-supporting 
churches.

We  now  have  eight  missions  in  that  number  of  the 
best  towns  and  cities  of  the  Piedmont  section  of 
North  Carolina,  viz:  Burlington,  Greensboro,  High 
Point,  Thomasville,  Lexington,  Salisbury,  Conover, 
and  Lenoir.  There  are  just  as  many  other  places  of 
equal  importance  in  which  missions  should  be  estab¬ 
lished  at  once. 


The  Reformed  Church  now  has  a  confirmed  member¬ 
ship  of  over  4,000  in  North  Carolina.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  for  benevolence  last  year  were  $6,000.00,  and  for 
congregational  purposes,  $21,000.00. 


Catawba  College,  at  Newton,  and  Claremont  College, 
at  Hickory,  are  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  South.  The  former  is  co¬ 
educational,  and  the  latter  is  for  girls  alone.  These 
institutions  should  be  fostered  by  all  our  Reformed 
people. 


The  mission  at  High  Point,  N.  C.,  has  started  another 
Sunday-school  and  congregation  in  that  city. 


The  mission  at  Lexington  has  done  something  in 
starting  the  Second  Reformed  Church  in  that  town. 
The  congregation  at  Hickory  has  started  an  interest  at 
Brookford,  a  cotton  mill  suburb.  The  Classis  of 
North  Carolina,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  appointed 
committees  to  look  after  Reformed  interests  in  Kan- 
apolis,  Landis,  Spencer  and  Lincolnton.  The  harvest 
is  ripe,  but  the  laborers  are  few.

OUR  NEW  FOREIGN  MISSIONARIES; 


Miss  Lydia  A.  Lindsey. 


During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
has  sent  to  Japan  Miss  Lydia  A.  Lindsey  and  Miss 
Kate  I.  Hansen,  as  teachers  for  the  Miyagi  Girls’  School 
at  Sendai,  and  Miss  Edyth  N.  Brightbill  as  nurse  for 
the  hospital  at  Shenchowfu,  China.  Since  April  1, 
1907,  Rev.  Irving  G.  Boydstun  and  wife  have  been 
members  of  our  China  Mission.  They  came  to  us 
from  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr. 
Boydstun  will  be  the  associate  of  Mr.  Beck  in  the  Boys’ 
School  at  Shenchowfu. 


Five  years  ago  one  of  our  ablest  ministers  told  the 
Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Board,  “I  think  we  have 
gotten  to  the  limit  of  our  giving  for  foreign  missions.” 
The  receipts  then  were  $55,000  for  the  year.  Dr. 
Bartholomew  very  properly  replied,  “If  I  thought  so, 
I  would  resign  tomorrow.”  Nor  have  we  gotten  to 
the  limit  now,  when  we  contribute  $95,000  per  annum. 
The  people  desire  to  aid  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel; 
let  them  have  a  fair  chance  to  do  so. 


Fifty-one  foreign  missionaries!  This  is  a  good 
record  for  our  Church.  There  are  twenty-eight  in 
Japan  and  twenty-three  in  China.  We  need  two  more 
physicians  and  nurses  for  our  hospitals  at  Yochow  and 
Shenchowfu.  The  evangelistic  work  in  Japan  will 
require  four  additional  foreign  workers  if  the  work  is 
to  prosper. 


There  is  a  note  of  triumph  to  our  work  in  Japan  and 
China  that  must  thrill  the  heart  of  the  Church.  The 
reports  from  the  evangelists  for  the  past  year  show 
the  power  of  the  Spirit  in  the  spread  of  the  Word.

He  was  going  home,  and  in  his  village  there  were  some 
old  men  like  himself  whom  he  would  tell  about  the 
“doctrine.”

Such  has  been  the  remarkable  progress  in  Korea  that 
missionaries  believe  it  will  be  the  first  country  in  Asia 
to  become  Christianized.  The  increase  among  believ¬ 
ers  during  the  past  year  is  said  to  be  forty  per  cent., 
and  the  work  shows  no  halting.

Many  self-supporting  congregations 
have  parsonages  for  their  pastors  and  besides  that  pay 
them  large  salaries.  Our  missionaries  have  ordinary 
salaries.  They  receive  vCrJ^  little  in  the  way  of  pre- 
quisites,  presents  and  gifts  and,  as  a  rulet  must  live 
in  rented  houses.  In  nearly  all  our  cities  and  towns 
rents  are  very  high  at  present  and  a  large  part  of  the 
salary  of  the  missionary  goes  for  rent.  We  ought  to 
build  parsonages  for  our  missionaries.  No  special 
movement  has  been  inaugurated  for  this  purpose;  but 
I  am  sure  there  are  people  whose  hearts  are  moved  to 
help  our  missionaries  in  providing  comfortable  homes 
for  their  families.  Nothing  Will  be  more  helpful  in 
this  direction  than  to  provide  a  parsonage  for  them.

OBITUARIES 


REV.  THEODORE  APPEL,  D.  D„  was  born  at  Easton,  Pa., 
April  30,  1823,  and  died  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  September  28, 
1907.  In  1839  he  entered  the  Sophomore  class  of  Marshall 
College,  and  graduated  therefrom  in  1842.  In  1845  he  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  Reformed  Theological  Seminary,  and  soon 
after  assumed  the  pastorate  of  the  church  at  Cavetown,  Md. 
In  1851  he  become  pastor  at  Mercersburg,  and  at  the  same 
time  taught  mathematics  in  Marshall  College.  He  afterward 
occupied  the  chair  of  mathematics  in  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  until  1877,  and  from  1853  to  1874  acted  as  librarian  of 
the  college.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  and  also  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  From  1878  to  1886  he  was  editor  of 
the  “Reformed  Church  Messenger.”  Besides  numerous 
articles  to  church  papers,  Dr.  Appel  was  the  author  oi  the 
following  volumes:  “Life  of  Dr.  John  W.  Nevin,”  “Recollec¬ 
tions  of  College  Life  at  Marshall  College,”  “The  Beginnings  of 
the  Reformed  Theological  Seminary,”  “The  Holy  Land  and 
the  First  Christmas  at  Bethlehem.”  He  also  edited  “Lectures 
on  English  Literature,  by  Dr.  W.  M.  Nevin.”  The  following 
children  survive:  Mrs.  Theodore  W.  Nevin,  of  Pittsburg;  Dr. 
T.  B.  Appel,  and  Miss  Charlotte  Appel,  of  Lancaster. 

REV.  JAMES  NATHAN  BACHMAN,  born  March  18,  1854, 
died  August  16,  1907.  Deceased  was  a  son  of  Nathan  Bach¬ 
man  and  his  wife,  Eliza  (nee  Donat) .  He  was  baptized  April 
30,  1854.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  became  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  of  West  Penn  Township,  Schuylkill  County,  Pa. 
He  prepared  for  college  at  Kutztown  State  Normal  School  and 
Palatinate  College.  In  1873  he  entered  as  a  junior,  Heidel¬ 
berg  College,  Tiffin,  O.  In  1877  he  graduated  from  the  Theo¬ 


logical  Department  of  Heidelberg.  May  26,  1877,  he  was 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel.  Shortly  after  his  graduation 
he  was  installed  as  pastor  of  his  first  and  only  charge — Jack¬ 
sonville.  Pa. — succeeding  Rev.  J.  Zulich,  who  served  the 
same  charge  for  fifty  years.  He  is  survived  by  his  aged  father, 
his  wife  and  two  children,  one  brother,  Rev.  J.  A.  Bachman,  of 
Schaefferstown,  Pa.,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Dietrich,  of 
Kempton,  Pa. 

REV.  LOUIS  DANIEL  BAUS,  the  faithful  pastor  of  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  Indianapolis,  Iiid.,  and  until  recently  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  Indiana  Classis,  departed  this  life,  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1907,  in  his  forty-sixth  year, 
leaving  a  wife  and  two  children.  He  was  born  in  Canton, 
Ohio,  in  1862.  He  entered  Calvin  College  in  1884  and  the 
Mission  House  in  1886.  Was  licensed  by  St.  John’s  Classis, 
and  ordained  in  1892.  He  served  the  following  charges: 
Willow  Wood,  then  Lorain,  then  Walnut  Creek,  all  in  Ohio, 
and  St.  Paul’s,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 


REV.  JONATHAN  C.  BEADE  died  at  his  home  in  Mill 
Creek,  Union  County,  Illinois,  on  February  12,  1907.  He 
was  born  September  17,  1839,  in  Green  County,  Ohio. 
Was  ordained  to  the  ministry  at  Marion,  Ohio,  in  1867.  He 
served  for  one  year  in  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  War. 
He  served  successfully  the  following  charges  in  Ohio:  Rich¬ 
land,  Marion,  Snyder,  St.  Paris  and  Greenville*  in  Indiana: 
Waterloo  and  Merrimac;  in  Iowa:  Columbus  Junction,  Cone- 
ville,  Wilton,  Liscomb,  Imogene;  in  Illinois:  Shiloh  and  Mill 
Creek.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  one  son.  Interment 
made  at  Wilton,  Iowa. 
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REV.  CYRUS  J.  BECKER,  of  Catasauqua,  Pa.,  departed 
this  life  August  22,  1907,  aged  80  years,  4  months  and  18  days. 
Deceased  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Jacob  C.  Becker  He  was 
born  near  Kreidersville,  Pa.,  August  4,  1827.  His  early  edu¬ 
cation  was  received  in  the  public  schools.  He  prepared  for 
Lafayette  College,  at  the  Classical  Preparatory  School, 
Easton,  Pa.  In  1848  he  graduated  from  Mercersburg, 
and  in  May  of  the  same  year  he  was  licensed  and  was 
ordained  in  1851  as  assistant  to  his  father.  He  served  the 
Towamencen  and  Big  Moore  Charge  and  also  the  Howertown, 
Pa.,  Charge.  The  latter  he  served  forty-seven  years,  until 
1902,  when  he  resigned  because  of  failing  health.  November 
11,  1852,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Weaver,  who  died  April  10, 
1902.  He  is  survived  by  two  sons,  Dr.  A  J.  Becker,  Cata¬ 
sauqua,  Pa.,  and  Rev.  Jacob  Becker,  of  Rensselaersville,  N.  Y.. 


REV.  WILLIAM  BRAUN,  who  died  May  11,  1907,  at 
Lorain,  Ohio,  was  born  September  Hi,  .1837,  in  Baden,  Ger¬ 
many.  When  thirty  years  of  age  he  came  to  America  and 
became  a  teacher  in  a  private  school  in  New  York.  Later, 
under  the  influence  of  the  late  Rev.  Kniest,  of  Buffalo ,  N.  Y., 
he  decided  to  enter  the  ministry.  He  was  ordained  by  West 
New  York  Classis  in  1877.  His  first  charge  was  the  Fifth 
Church  of  Cleveland,  and  while  here  organized  the  Seventh 
Church  of  Cleve  and.  He  next  served,  for  fourteen  years,  the 
church  at  Wheeling  W.  Va  His  last  field  of  labor  was  the 
mission  at  Lorain  Ohio.  The  deceased  was  married  in  1*70, 
to  Margaret  L.  Otto.  The  union  was  blessed  with  twelve 
children,  of  whom  nine,  with  their  mother,  mourn  his  depar¬ 
ture. 

REV.  DAMEL  F.  BRENDLE,  D.  D.,  in  May,  1902,  cele" 
brated  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  first  and  only  pastorate- 
He  was  born  near  Womelsdorf,  Pa.,  January  23,  1824.  He 
was  confirmed  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Leinbach.  In  1845  he 
entered  Marshall  College,  graduating  in  1849,  and  in  1851  he 
completed  his  theological  preparation  at  Mercersburg.  A 
committee,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  Bomberger  was  chairman,  or¬ 
dained  him  to  the  Gospel  ministry  in  1852,  and  installed  him 
as  pastor  of  the  Farmersville  Charge  of  three  congregations. 
He  is  the  author  of  a  number  of  books-  “The  Prodigal  Son,” 
“Lives  and  Labors  of  the  Apostles,”  “God’s  Plan  of  Salva¬ 
tion  ”  He  contributed  many  articles  to  the  church  papers, 
and  was  for  some  years  associate  editor  of  the  Reformed  Church 
Herald  In  educational  work  he  took  a  deep  interest,  was 
President  of  the  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  School  Board  for  many 
vears  and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  College  for  Women  at 
Allentown,  Pa.  He  married  Louisa  Herman  September  2, 
1852  Their  union  was  blessed  with  five  children.  He  en¬ 
tered  upon  his  last  rest  November  30,  1906,  in  his  83d  year. 

REV  LEVI  KNERR  DERR,  D.D.,  pastor  of  Zion’s  Re¬ 
formed  Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  was  born  in  Lehigh  County,  Pa., 
Aoril  17  1832,  and  died  March  9,  1907.  His  mother  died 
when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  and  from  that  time  on  he  lived 
among  strangers.  It  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr  Wm  A.  Helfrich  that  he  received  his  preliminary  educa¬ 
tion  and  from  him  he  received  his  theological  preparation. 
He  was  examined  and  licensed  by  East  Pennsylvania  Classis, 
on  Mav  19  1857.  His  first  work  for  the  church  was  in  the 
capacity  of  Classical  Agent  to  secure  funds  for  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College.  In  1857  he  became  assistant  pastor  to  Dr. 
Helfrich  then  pastor  of  Ziegel  Charge.  He  served  at  Tamaqua 
and  Mahanoy  City,  at  each  place  organizing  a  congregation. 
He  next  served  the  new  congregation  at  Slatmgton,  and  later 
the  newly-organized  congregation  at  Lehighton,  Pa.  In 
1881  he  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  to  organize 
a  German  church  in  Reading,  Pa.,  and  here  he  labored  until 
death  called  him  to  rest.  In  1893  the  title  of  D.D.  was  con¬ 
ferred  by  Ursinus  Col.ege.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and 
three  daughters.  A  son,  the  Rev.  Calvin  U.  D.  Derr,  died  at 
Spring  City,  Pa.,  in  1897. 

REV  JULIUS  FEICKE  was  born  December  21,  1840,  in 
Friedland,  Germany.  He  studied  in  Niesse,  St.  Andrae  and 
later  on  in  Berlin,  ranking  high  in  his  several  classes.  He 
taught  for  several  years  at  Hamburg,  Bordeaux  and  Salzuflen 
and  then  accepted  the  pastorate  of  a  large  charge  in  Lippe- 
Detmold.  This  he  served  with  success  for  sixteen  years,  and 
being  obliged  to  give  it  up  on  account  of  ill  health,  he  came  to 
America  and  served  a  congregation  in  Jersey  City,  N.  J., 
for  some  time,  and  one  in  Jacksonville,  Md.  His  last 
charge,  which  he  served  three  years,  was  the  one  in  Glass- 
boro  N  J.  He  departed  this  life  after  a  long  siege  of  sick¬ 
ness  ’and  intense  suffering,  on  October  20,  1906.  He  died  in 
Philadelphia,  whither  he  had  gone  in  quest  of  the  best  medical 
aid  The  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Emanuel  Reformed 
Church,  West  Philadelphia.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife. 


REV.  DARIUS  W.  GERHARD  was  born  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Berks  County,  Pa.,  March  21,  1838,  died  at  Lancaster,  Pa., 
December  23,  1906.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  William  T. 
Gerhard.  His  early  education  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Durham  Township,  Bucks  County,  Pa.  He  pre¬ 
pared  for  college  at  Allentown  Seminary,  now  Muhlenberg 
College,  and  in  1858  entered  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 
graduating  therefrom  in  1862.  He  at  once  enlisted  for  nine 
months  in  Co.  E,  of  135th  Reg.  Pa.  Vol.  In  1863  he  entered 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  graduated  in 
the  spring  of  1866.  On  the  23d  of  June,  1866,  he  was  ordained 
at  McConnellsburg,  Pa.  In  June,  1867,  he  accepted  a  call  to 
the  New  Holland  and  Heller’s  congregations,  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pa.  In  this  county,  and  in  practically  the  same  field. 
Rev.  Gerhard  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  served  as  Stated 
Clerk  of  Lancaster  Classis  for  over  thirty-seven  years;  was 
Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  F.  and  M.  College  since 
1879.  He  was  the  author  of  several  historical  volumes  and  a 
frequent  contributor  to  our  church  periodicals.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  12,  1872,  he  married  Mary  C.  Geise,  of  Reading,  Pa.  He 
is  survived  by  his  wife  and  five  children,  two  of  whom,  Rev. 
Paul  L.  and  Mary  Emma,  are  missionaries  in  Japan. 

REV.  JACOB  VON  GRUENINGEN  died  suddenly  March 
7,  1907,  at  Edmonton,  Can.  He  was  born  December  12,  1849, 
in  Saanon,  Province  of  Berne,  Switzerland.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  the  public  schools,  graduated  from  the 
high  school  and  then  from  the  following  universities:  Berne, 
Leipsig,  Berlin  and  Munchen.  For  two  years  he  taught 
I  French  in  Neuchatel.  He  was  ordained  in  1873  and  served 
in  the  ministry  for  ten  years  in  Switzerland.  In  1889  he  came 
to  Stanford,  Ky.,  where  he  served  two  years.  Finding  many 
Germans  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  he  organzed  a  congregation 
there.  After  eight  years  of  hard  work  at  Nashville,  health 
failed.  He  goes  to  Canada.  After  a  short  rest,  he  returns  to 
the  ministry  at  Stettler,  Can.  His  last  field  was  that  at 
Edmonton,  Can.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  three  chil¬ 
dren. 

REV.  JOHN  CHARLES  HUECKER  was  born  on  Decem¬ 
ber  14,  1848,  in  Hesse  Cassel,  Germany,  and  died  at  Barton, 
Wis.,  March  14,  1907.  He  studied  at  Muhlheim.  In  1873 
he  came  to  America  and  entered  the  Mission  House.  On 
July  5,  1875,  he  was  ordained  by  Sheboygan  Classis.  His  first 
field  was  Elmore,  Wis.,  where  he  labored  eight  years.  The 
next  charge  was  Waukegan,  Ill.,  which  he  served  six  years 
as  pioneer  pastor.  Subsequently  he  was  called  to  New 
Castle,  which  he  had  served  during  his  first  pastorate  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Elmore.  His  wife  died  June  1,  1901.  He  was 
later  married  to  Mrs.  Bertha  Humm,  who,  together  with  five 
children,  survive  him. 

REV.  DAVID  B  KLINE,  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
Tatamy,  Pa.,  died  suddenly  April  19,  1907,  by  the  bursting 
of  a  blood  vessel  in  the  head,  in  the  thirty-fourth  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  born  near  Phcenixville,  Pa.,  where  he  received 
his  early  education.  He  taught  school  for  three  years,  after 
which  he  took  a  commercial  course,  and  for  ten  years  was 
instructor  in  short-hand  and  typewriting  at  Stoner’s  Business 
College,  Reading,  Pa.  In  1903  Mr.  Kline  entered  the  Semi¬ 
nary  "at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  graduating  in  1906.  Shortly  after  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Tatamy,  Pa.,  where  his  labors  were  abund¬ 
antly  blessed.  He  was  ordained  June  17,  1906.  Rev.  Kline 
is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  son.  Mrs.  Kline  was  Miss 
Ida  Clouser,  of  Stonersville,  Pa. 

REV.  SAMUEL  ELMER  KLOPFENSTEIN.  On  May  16, 

1907,  at  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  this  life  was  brought  to  a  very 
sudden  close.  Having  served  successively  congregations  at 
Polk  and  Reedsburg,  Ohio,  and  Culver,  Ind.,  his  health  be¬ 
came  impaired  and  he  accepted  a  call  to  a  charge  near  Greens¬ 
boro,  N.  C.,  in  the  hope  of  regaining  his  health  in  the  more 
favorable  climate.  Here,  after  only  two  weeks’  service,  heart 
failure  suddenly  closed  his  life.  He  was  born  near  Mt.  Holly, 
Ohio,  October  29,  1863.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  was  received 
into  full  membership  in  the  Paris,  Ohio,  Reformed  Church. 
He  graduated  from  the  Ohio  Normal  University  in  1892,  and 
from  the  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  in  1895.  The  same 
year  he  was  ordained.  In  1890  he  married  Miss  Rebecca 
Martin,  of  Canal  Winchester,  Ohio,  who,  with  eight  children, 
five  sons  and  three  daughters,  survive  him. 

REV.  PETER  KOHL  was  born  in  Erzweiler,  Rhine  Prov 
ince,  Germany,  June  14,  1819,  and  died  at  Lytton,  Ohio, 
November  18,  1906.  In  1854  he  came  to  America  and  settled 
in  Williams  County,  Ohio.  His  preparation  for  the  ministry 
i  was  made  under  private  tutors.  In  1865  he  was  ordained  and 
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continued  in  active  service  for  twenty  years.  Toward  the 
end  of  his  life  he  was  almost  blind,  but  at  no  time,  though  not 
permitted  to  serve  in  the  active  ministry,  did  he  lose  his  in¬ 
terest  in  the  workings  of  his  church.  He  served  charges  in 
Ohio-Lytton,  Archbold  and  Eden.  He  was  married  in  1845 
to  Miss  Catharine  Seiler,  who  with  three  children  survive  him. 

REV.  LOUIS  THEODORE  LAMPE,  A.  M.  Born  July  3, 
1866,  died  on  Chirstmas  Day,  1906,  after  an  illness  covering 
nearly  three  years.  In  early  infancy  he  was  baptized  by  the 
Rev.  G.  W.  Glessner,  D.D.,  and  on  March  23,  1883,  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  Rev.  Dr.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  of  Frederick,  Md.  His 
college  preparatory  course  was  taken  at  the  college  at  Fred¬ 
erick  and  at  Mercersburg  Academy.  In  1890  he  graduated 
from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  in  1893  from  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster.  Maryland  Classis  licensed 
him  to  preach  the  Gospel  May,  1893,  and  on  June  1,  1893,  he 
was  ordained  to  ministry  and  installed  as  pastor  of  Beam’s 
Charge,  Somerset  Classis.  He  served  this  charge  three  years, 
when,  on  account  of  his  health,  he  resigned  to  accept  a  call  to 
Lovettsville,  Va.,  where  the  climate  was  not  so  severe.  How¬ 
ever,  in  May,  1894,  he  was  compelled  to  give  up  the  pastorate 
at  this  place  and  enter  the  hospital  at  Frederick,  Md.  From 
here  he  went  to  Somerset,  Pa.,  where  his  life  was  brought  to  a 
close.  Rev.  Lampe  was  married  to  Miss  Frances  M.  Griffitt, 
of  Lancaster,  who.  together  with  two  children,  survive  him. 

REV.  'GEORGE  ELIAS  LIMBERT  died  of  diphtheretic 
paralysis,  February  25,  1907.  He  was  born  December  30, 
1865,  at  Madisonburg,  Pa.  His  early  education  was  received 
In  the  public  schools  and  Spring  Mills  Academy.  For  two 
years  he  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Madisonburg  and 
Millheim.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Spring  Mills  Acad¬ 
emy,  entering  the  sophomore  class  of  F.  and  M.  in  1887.  He 

Saduated  from  the  college  in  1890  and  from  the  Eastern 
leological  Seminary  in  1893.  The  same  year  he  was  licensed 
by  West  Susquehanna  Classis  and  ordained  as  pastor  of  the 
mission  at  Grove  City,  Pa.,  by  St.  Paul’s  Classis.  Here  he 
served  for  seven  years.  His  second  charge  was  Danville, 
Pa.,  where  he  labored  five  years,  and  his  third  and  last  charge, 
Trinity,  Altoona.  The  degree  of  A.M.  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  F.  and  M.  College.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Flora 
Moyer,  who  with  one  son  survive. 

REV.  HERMAN  A.  MUEHLMEIER,  D.  D.,  died  March 
11,  1907,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  his  age.  Dr.  Muehl- 
meier  was  of  foreign  birth,  but  spent  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  in  this  country.  His  education  and  theological  prepara¬ 
tion  was  received  at  Mercersburg.  He  was  ordained  in  1853. 
His  first  congregation  was  that  at  Sheboygan,  Wis.,  which  he 
organized.  From  here  he  went  to  Franklin,  Wis.,  becoming 
pastor  of  Immanuel’s  congregation.  When  the  Mission  House, 
the  German  College  and  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
was  organized  at  Franklin,  Wis.,  he  was  placed  at  the  head  of 
It.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  institution:  its  first  superin¬ 
tendent  and  has  been  a  professor  in  it  ever  since.  The  best 
of  his  life  was  given  to  the  Mission  House  and  many  ministers 
of  the  Reformed  Church  greatfullv  acknowledge  the  help  and 
training  they  have  received  from  him. 


REV.  JACOB  MUELLHAUPT  died  February  6,  1907.  He 
was  born  in  St.  Gall,  Switzerland,  October  20,  1846.  In  early 
life  he  worked  at  book-binding,  and  it  was  through  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  of  St.  Gall  that  his  attention  was  called  to  missionary 
work.  He  spent  four  years  in  the  Mission  House  at  Chrishone 
and  from  there  was  called  by  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.  He  was  ordained 
by  Sheboygan  Classis  and  commissioned  as  a  missionary  to 
Stockton,  Cal.,  where  he  labored  from  1872  to  1876.  In  1876 
he  removed  to  Salem,  Ore.,  where  he  began  mission  work, 
organizing  congregations  at  Meridan,  Salem,  Waldo  Hills, 
Mt.  Pleasant  and  Washougal,  Wash.  At  Stockton,  Cal.,  he 
married  Miss  Margaret  Schindler.  On  March  6,  1891,  Mrs. 
Muellhaupt  died. 

REV.  LEVI  RIKE.  For  nearly  fifty-three  years  Rev. 
Rike  continued  in  the  service  of  the  church.  Twice,  for  short 
intervals,  was  he  driven  from  the  active  pastorate  because  of 
ill  health.  But  upon  regaining  his  health  he  resumed  the 
work  of  his  Master  and  until  the  time  of  his  departure,  often 
laboring  under  great  disadvantages  because  of  failing  health. 
He  was  born  November  11,  1830,  in  Ohio,  was  confirm¬ 
ed  by  Rev.  Dr.  David  Winters  in  David’s  Reformed 
Church,  near  Dayton,  Ohio.  His  theological  preparation 
was  made  under  his  cousin,  the  late  Rev.  John  Rike. 
In  April,  1854,  Miami  Classis  licensed  and  ordained  him. 
He  served  West  Alexander  Charge,  Ohio,  four  and  a  half  years ; 
Corydon  Charge,  Ind.,  ten  years;  Farmersville,  ten  years, 
and  Elk  Creek  Charge,  Ohio,  for  twenty-seven  years.  His 
widow  and  two  children  survive. 

REV.  THOMAS  M.  YUNDT.  After  an  illness  of  several 
weeks,  Rev.  Yundt  departed  this  life  at  his  home,  in  Reading, 
Pa.,  April  19,  1907.  He  was  born  February  10,  1858,  near 
Allentown,  Pa.;  was  baptized  by  Rev.  Jos.  Dubbs,  pastor  of 
Zion’s  Church,  Allentown;  was  confirmed,  when  fifteen  years 
old,  by  Rev.  N.  S.  Strasburger.  He  taught  public  school  for 
two  terms.  He  prepared  for  college  at  West  Chester  Normal 
School  and  Muhlenberg  Academy.  In  1882  he  graduated  from 
Muhlenberg  College  and  in  1885  from  Yale  Divinity  School. 
He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  Lehigh  Classis  in  1885.  In  the 
fall  of  the  same  year  he  took  charge  of  the  mission  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri.  From  there  he  was  called  to  become  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Bethany  Orphans’  Home,  Womelsdorf,  Pa.,  and 
with  Mrs.  Yundt  as  matron,  there  was  begun,  in  the  spring  of 
1886,  a  work  for  which  Rev.  Yundt  was  especially  fitted  and 
which  made  his  name  dear  to  all  the  members  of  the  church 
in  this  eastern  section.  After  eighteen  years  of  sacrificing, 
noble  work,  he  resigned  the  superintendency  of  Bethany 
Home  and  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  Alsace  Church,  near 
Reading,  Pa.,  from  which  he  resigned  after  a  few  months  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  call  to  become  General  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions, 
extended  to  him  in  June,  1905,  and  in  less  than  two  years 
after  having  assumed  this  office,  in  the  administration  of 
which  he  showed  marked  ability,  death  claimed  him.  In 
1885  he  was  married  to  Miss  Minerva  A. Koons,  of  Allentown,  Pa. 
Five  children  were  born,  four  of  whom  and  his  wife  survive 
him.
